their line to an average of two and one-half miles and in the first 
phase of the battle have returned to French possession numerous 
enemy-held villages and farms. In addition, more than S.OOO Ger- 
mans have been herded behind the lines prisoners.

Packers' Profits Are 


Regulated 


The pubKc shotdd understand tbat the profits of 


the packers have been limited by the Food Adminis- 
tration since November 1, 1917. 
For this purpose,

depend on the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer (Class 
2, also limited) and other departments, (Class 3) to 
obtain reasonable earnings on capital.
